TO BF CUT ALL OVER STATE 
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St. Loui , Mo., May 18.-—Missouri 
farmers prefer to reduce their acre­ 
age of food crops and thus limit pro­ 
duction to very little more than the 
actual needs of their families, rather 
than pay the high wages necessary to 
procure labor to cultivate a surplus 
acreage. 
This and other interesting 
conclusion - are indicated by a survey 
of the farm labor situation 
in the 
state just completed by the Associa­ 
tion Industries of Missouri, of which 
F. \V. Steadley of Carthage, is Presi­ 
dent, and which has its headquarters 
in the Security Building, St. Louis. 
A shortage of labor on 23 per cent 
of the farms in the 21 counties cover 
ed by the 
urvey threatens to cause 
a reduction of at least 17 per cent in 
the cultivated acreage, according to 
this 
survey. 
Considerable 
acreage 
heretofore devoted to corn and other 
food crops is being seeded to grass. 
While the bare statistics complied 
in thi 
survey show an apparent de­ 
mand for more than 3000 farm labor 
ers in the 21 counties, explanatory let­ 
ters from a number of County Farm 
Agent 
reveal an alarming situation 
in which farmer are deliberately cut 
ting down production rather than hire 
help, even when available, at the wag­ 
es demanded.

St. Ixiuis, Mo., May 18.— Missouri 
farm ers pr**f«*r to re«Iuce their acre­ 
age <»f food crops and thus limit pro­ 
duction to very little m ore than the 
a« tua! needs of their fam ilies, rather 
than pay the high w ages necessary to 
procure labor to cultivate u su rp lu ;
